Winnipeg, Jan. 27.—Speaking as a 
whole, the Canadian Middle West is 
immensely pleased with the recipro- 
city agreement in that it provides a 
free market for the products of the 
prairie farmer south of the interna- 
tional border. It is recognized tiat 
to some extent, trade avenues will be 
diverted north and south ‘instead of 
east and west, and that ‘American 
rafiroads and American miflers will 
benefit in the increased poptilation and 
increased production of wheat and 
beef bound-to follow, but Where spe- 
cial interests are not concerned busi- 
Ness men appear to think that the 
gain ‘to the country as a wholq will 
be so great as to more than = com- 
pensate manufacturing and jobbing 
Eastern Canada for the encroachments 
Minneapolis is likely to maké on their 
trade preserves. I a word that the 
expansion in store for this country 
from the oreation of a second “mar- 
ket will result in such an all-round 
development as to keep both east 
and south busy supplying the fre- 
quirements of this country and tot- 
ing cut its grain and live stock. 
The fly in the ointment of the Wes- 
tern farmers is the practically neg- 
ligible reduction in the duties on agri- 
cultural implements, which was placed 
fin the forefront of the demands of 
the big delegation of Western far- 
mers’ which récently Waited on Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. 

C.P.R. Fears Result. 

There are of course a considerable 
number of dissentients from this 
chorus of approval, Prominent among 
these are the bomber and fruit in- 
dustries of British Columbia, which 
see their profitable prairie market 
threatened by American competitors 
aided by American branch lines whith 


so far have stopped short at the 
boundary. In Winnipeg, here, the 
big millers and heads of Canadian 


railways are inclined to take a pes- 
simistic view, and this is reflected at 
the head of the lakes, where a con- 
siderable diversion of traffic is feared 
from the all-Canadian lake and rail 
route.

Mr. Whyte goes on to say that 
the Canadian Pacific is in a far bet- 
ter position to stand this loss than 
either the Grand Trunk Pacific or 
the Canadian Northern, because the 
C.P.R. owns the Soo line which will 
be in a position to carry all Canadian 
wheat offering to the Minneapolis 
mills cr even on to the Atlantic 
through the States. 

Mr. Whyte also thought that the 
proposed law might have some ef- 
fect in widening the breach between 
Eastern and Western Canada, There 
was already a physical barrier stpar- 
ating the two portions of the Dom- 
inion, and the new arrangement 
would serve to some extent in weak- 
ening the commercial bond which at 
present assisted in keeping them to- 
gether. 

A number of other opinions along 
the same line are quoted, some of 
which suggested that the Hudson Bay 
railway has received a deathblow. 

Wail From the Kootenay. 

Nelson, Jan, 27—The reciprocity 
ugresment eppears to be generally re- 
garded here as a severe blow: to the 
best interests of ‘British Columbia 
and particularly wf the Kootenay, The 
removal of the duty on fruit and 
gerden products is expected to cripple 
the infant fruit growing industry 
which, under past conditions, has been 
making excellent progress and which 
has been regarded as the \ackbone of 
the cistriet’s future prosperity, The 
removal of the “duty on twmber will 
tead to throw the prairie market into 
the hands of United States dealers 
and British Columbia mills will find 
it ‘impossible to compete successfully 
b with the inferior grade of lumber pro- 


duced in vast quantities south cf 

border, Lumbermen have been ask- 
ing for an increased duty on rough 
lumber to protect the local inc uscry 
instead of which the existing duty ‘ts! 
removed. The removal of the duty 
on dairy products and other similar 
products will also hit the Kootenay 
and preveiit the development of the 
industry while there appears to be no 
feciprocity én zine and lead and their 
products, practically the only material 
on ‘which reciprocity was desired.

Lethbridge Opinion On Treaty. 

Lethbridge, Jan, 27,.—Most of Leth. 
bridge business men are off'to Great 
Falis on the Board of Trade excursion 
but those who can be seen to get an 
opinion on the reciprocity treaty are 
all very’ much in favor of it. Millers 
and farmers are especialiy peased, al- 
though one mill man points out that 
part Of the gain Will be offset by the 
loss Of British Columbia trade tn feed 
wheat, which’can be bought cheaper 
from Washington and Oregon than 
from Alberta. Dealers in fruits and 
vexetables express strong approval of 
the duty being taken off fruits and 
vegetables. The change in duty on 
ceal will make no difference to Al- 
berta mines, as Ameérican coal does 
not compete with them and no changes 
is made in the duty on coal entering 
the United States.. The consumers as 
a Whole are well pleased, 

Cattle Raisers Pleased, 

Calgary, Jan, 27—The smaller cattle 
raisers in Alberta are’ pleased at the 
prospect of getting into’the American 
markets to which some Shipments 
have previously been made with ‘suc- 
cess. They expect to realize better 
Yrices generally. Some grain “men 
think it isa great thing. It will mean 
making Calgary a greater grain’ cen- 
tre. One fact makes the ordinary 
consumer rejoice, that ig the prospect 
of cheaper fruit.

President Taft Will 
ake a Strong Fight 
Washington, Jan 27—Snags began 
to loom up dn the pathway of the Can- 
adian reciprocity agreement today be- 
fore it has been Out of the hands of 
the commissioners twenty-four hours, 
and confident predictions of its future 
are freely made .by the pillars of the 
protective tariff faith. It was said 
that even should they accept the 
terms cf arrangements, which Repub- 
lican high tariff advice does not con- 
cede, it could not pass the senate, 
These prophecies were carried to the 
White House today by members. Mr, 
Taft, it is said, received them with 
smiles which indicated that one de- 
feat would not turn him from his pur- 
pose. If his own party before sur- 
rendering control of the House falled 
to put into operation the reciprocal 
trade act. the president will not hesi- 
tate to submit hile programme to the 
Democratic party in an extra session

Congress. 
Good Chance of Success, 
The overturning of the Republican 


| majority, and the great change which 


will be made in the complexion of the 
Senate after March (4th, is thought 
by some to supply the President with 
more than an even chance of success, 
When his message was read in ‘the 
Hlouse it Was received with acclama- 
tion by the Democrats and appear- 
ances seem to favor an endorsement 
of it by the minority which soon will 
be the majority. If the attitude of 
the Demvocmtic leaders of the Houses 
proves a true index qof the position 
which the minority members of ithe 
Ways and Means Committee will take 
on a joint resolution to put the trade 
agreement in force, then-such a re- 
solution can be brought out of the 
committee. 
Democrats Will Support It. 

Seven Democrats on the committee 
are believed to be in sympathy with 
the agreement and it is certain that 
four Repwhblicans will vote to report 
it. This makes a elear majority of 
1%. Should the resolution brought 
out of the Ways and Means Committee 
within the next fortnight a vote could 
be had on it during the current ses- 
sion. Whether it passes or not it is 
likely a majority of the Democrats 
will vote for ii, This would be ac- 
cepted“as committing the Democratic 
House of the next session to its pas- 
sage. 

It is in the Senate that the barriers 
look impregnable. A Republican 
member of 'the finance committee said 
today that not one of the majority of 
that body opposed ‘the proposed ar- 
rangement With Canada, some being 
opposed because they believed the 
interests of their states to be jeopar- 
dized, and others basing their objec- 
tions upon the ground of the sup- 
posed menace to the principle of pro- 
tection. The estimate by this mem- 
ber of the sentiment in the committee 
concerning the agreement may not be 
entirely correct, 

Requires Majority Only. 

Washington, Jan. 27—The only hope 
for the ratification of the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement lies in the fact 
that dt requires a majority action tm 
both Houses. If it had taken the 
form of a treaty it would have re- 
quired a two-thirds vote. This alone 
would méan the defeat of the agree- 
ment, not only with the present ses- 
sion but in sessions in the future, Bven 
with a majority vote of both Houses 
necessary, it is doubtful if anything 
can be done prior to March 4th. 
Business in Congress, especially in the 
Senate, ‘will be in so congested” a 
state as to make a fiibuster possible; 

Half a dozen determined senators, 
no matter what their policies were, 
by -prolonged debate could keep the 
agreement from reaching a yote, and 
this undoubtedly will be the tactics 
the opponents of the treaty will em- 
ploy 

President Taft is very determined 
ov having the agreement ratified but 
it remains to be seen whether in the 
event of failure at this session, he 
will deem it wise to call an extra ses- 
sion after March 4th. To do this will 
open the general tariff situation with 
the Democrats in control of the House. 
This he doeg not favor. 

Will Mect Opposition. 

That the agreement will meet with 
much bitter opposition from Republi- 
cans and probably in the border states 
and with much from the Democrats is 
already apparent. In the Senate the 
Progressives are quite generally op- 
posed toy the agreement which they 
say are purely sacrifices in the dnter- 
ests of the farmers. The Republican 
opposition to the agreement extends 
along the entire border. The chief 
opposition of the coest states is based 
on the placing of fish on the free list 

While many Republicans are threat- 
ening to oppose the treaty, it is note- 
worthy that many Democrats heartily 
favor it and they will put the agree- 
ment though both Houses if the 
President will take off Ris coat and 
help them 

They predict the extraordinary 
spectacle of a Republican president 
aided by a large portion of the op- 
posing party and a minority of his 
own party breaking down the tariff 
wall, Several Repubbican leaders, av- 
tnated. obviously by loyalty to Presi- 
dent Taft, insist that they will do all 
in their power to carry the agreement 
into effect, and a few predict with a 
fine Mfitation of confidence that they 
will meet with success, 

Mave Yet to Study It,

WILL BE A BOON 


This is the Opinion of Hon, Duncan 
Marshall—Views of Other 
* Local Men, 


That the proposed reciprocity ar- 
rangements With the United States 
will prove a great boon to Alberta and 
Western Canada generally is the opin- 
jon of Hon, Duncan Marshall, Minister 
of Agriculture, Who was asked his 
views on the tariff changes this morh- 
ing by the Bulletin. Mr. Marshall, 
who is one of the best authorities in 
Alberta on the tariff question, sees 
in the removal of the duty on wheat 
and cattle, the opening of the big 
markets of the great United States 
citfes of the middle west to the stock 
broeders and grain growers of Alberta 
a consequent efa of prosperity and 
increased immigration. 

“T think the wiping out of the duty 
on wheat and cattle means more than 
anything else to Alberta,” said the 
Minister of Agriculture to the Bulle- 
tin this morning. 

West Will Get To Chicago, 

“The removal of the duty on cattle 
means that our farmers get the Chi- 
¢ago market, the greatest live-stock 
market in America, where top prices 
are paid for top stock. I would have 
liked to have seen agricultural imple- 
neents.on the free list, but the putting 
or cattle on the list I regard of far 
imore importance, for the amount of 
money which a farmer invests in ma- 
chinery does not ordinarily compare 
with the value of his cattle, 

“The removal of duty on wheat 
means that our wheat can go to the 
large Minneapolis mills. Prices paid 
it elevators here at the present time 
are ridiculously low and it ought to 
mean something for the wheat of 
western Canada to find a market there 
Or course ‘the price of the European 


markets will continue to govern on 
tte whole, as long as the United 
Stutee continues to export. “When 


export ceases then we will have a 
great market in the United States. 

“The tariq chunges acecting dairy 
products will be more valuable to the 
farmers of Ontario than to those here. 
We have had a good market here for 
dairy products in British Columbia 
und the Yukon. The agreemed~ should 
mean a great deal to Ontario farmers, 
As for Alberta, it means that we ‘have 
the markets of such big American 
vities as Minneapolis, St. Paul, and 
Chicago before us. 

Wil Stimulate Catfle Feeding. 

“But the new tariff arrangements 
will do more to stimulate cattle feed- 
ing than anything else and will give a 
great impetus to the  live-stock in- 
dustry here. Immigration too will be 
helped by the opening of the Ameri- 
can markets to Canadian live-stock. 
A lot of young cattle too will be 
bought in the States and brought here 
to feed as Alberta has undoubtediy 
the premier grazing area of western 
Amrica, 

“Th opening of the Chicago market 
{ regard as the big thing. Men have 
shipped cattle to the Chicago market 
before from here, paid the duty and 
made money. It is a 6teady cattle 
market and a high market. The 
opening of it to us will encourage the 
raising of the best grade of cattle, and 
if any industry is important to this 
country it is the raising of fine stoek. 
A man will be able to ship a few car 
loads of stock to Chicago and sell 
them there instead of having to sell 
them to a local buyer. 

“The hog market yill be effected 
much the same as the cattle market, 
The price of hogs should be kept up 
here by the tariff change.” 

At a number of politigal meetings 
last fall, Hon. Mr. Marshall declared 
that the most important thing for 
the farmers was free trade in cattle. 
Naturally he is much pleased at this 
coming into effect. 

R. L. Shaw, of Stettler. 

R. L. Shaw, M.L.A. for Stettler, who 
Was in Edmonton yesterday express- 
ed himself as highly pleased with the 
re-adjustment of the tariff, especially 
with respect to cattle, 

“It will help to make the cattle 
business of the west,” Was tre an- 
nouncemeht of Mr. Shaw, who was 
formerly a citizen of the United States 

A. B. Campbell's Opinion. 
A. f& Campbell of the Campbell and 


Ottewell Milling Company, takes a 
favorable view of the new tariff ar- 
rangements. 


“As long as the United States is an 
export country ond has wheat to ex- 
port, I fancy the Old Country markets 
will cantinue to Tule,’ said Mr. Camp- 
bell. If there should happen to be 
. shortage in the United States, then 
the price of wheat would be raised 
here. 

“The mills acrogs the line, particu- 
larly the Minneapolis mills have been 
asking for a reduction and they must 
have had some object in view in doing 
this. If some of these big mills tak 
1 lot of wheat then the price will go 
up. I imagine they are anxious to 
wet more of our northern jard wheat.

I remem- 
ber how hard they were hit when the 
duty of 30 cents went on barley years 
ago. Before that time a great deal 
of barley was shipped from ports in 
Prince Edward Island county.

years ago, Mr. Fraser says, Tacoma 
lumber firms could put lumber ‘in 
here cheaper than British Columbia 
mills and used to undersell them = in 
Winnipeg. The lumber supplied by 
these United States companies was 
very thing and light to save freight 
charges. Mr. Fraser was not sure 
whether these same firms were not in 
a position to ship lumber ‘here. In 
rough material cut to standard size 
lumber dealers across the lHne could 
not compete because of cost of trans- 
portation,

MISSIONARY IN NORTH 
TELLS OF PROGRESS 


Four Schoola Will Be Established In 
the Grande Prairie and the Spirit 
River “Country During the Coming 

+. Summer, Saye Rev. Alex. Forbes, 


“There will be four schools in the 


Grande Prairie and in the Spirit 
River country in. the coming sum- 
mer,” said Rev. Alex. Forbes, who 


reached Edmonton last evening from 


Grande Prairie. Mr. Forbes has 
been in Grande Prairie over a year 
organizing the work of the Presby- 


terian church in that district. He 
made an) earijer trip up in 1909. 

“There were very few people there 
when I went in first,” said Mr. Forbes, 
“but in the last year there has been 
a big immigration. We have now 
four mission stations which I cover, 
at Flying Shot Lake, Bear Creek, Bear 
Lake and Peaver Lodge. This in- 
cludes 46 households. 

“Grande Prairie is covered by three 
churches, the Presbyterian, Anglican 
and Methodist, all working together 
in a more or less informal way. 

A Great Growth, 

growth of settlement in 
Grande Prairie in the last year has 
been very remarkable, but Mr. 
Forbes scouts the idea that it could 
possibly all be taken up during the 
coming season. 

“Grande Prairie is, roughly speak- 
ing,” said Mr. Forbes, one hundred 
miles one way and a hundred the 
other, It runs over into British 
Columbia. In fact we don't know 
where Alberta ends and British Co- 
lumbia begins. Of course, a good deal 
of scrip is being taken up and when 
‘a father, mother and two sons take 
up scrip you find two sections occu- 
pied by one family. Bt! Grande 
Prairie is only one district and out- 
side of it there is a vast amount of 
land. North of the river between 
Dunvegan and the Crossing Is a, fine 
country which I am surprised people 
have passed over, 

“The prospects of a railroad is in- 
teresting Grand Prairie people and 
the general impression is the C. P. 
R. are expected to be first on the 
scene. . 

“Grande Prairie is much disappoint- 
ed that the trail is not yet cut 
through to Edson, We heard there 
wera three hundred people and eight 
stage coaches following up the grades 
along the route. But when we reach- 
ed Sturgeon Lake nothing whatever 
had been heard of it and we had to 
oome back via the Landing.”
